PRINCE OF WALES REFERS

THE VALUE OF CONTACT, 


London, Aug. ,3. 

The Prince of Wales, spenking 
at a dinner given by the Canadian 
Government: at Ottawa, last night, 
made what is probably his’ first 
public reference to his future ae- 
cession to the Throne. :

The Prince continued, “To me 
in particular, as the King's first’ 
son, the coneeption has special 
importance, and in whatever part 
ofthe: Empire J: may be I have 
always to keep it in mind.

FINE SINGAPORE, EXAMPLE. 


In his report on Malaria Con- 
trol In| Malaya and Asagm Sir 
Ronfild Ross states: “Malarial 
fever is perhaps the most -impor- 
tant of diseases from tha’ ccono- 
mic point. of view, because it 
haunta almost all warm. coun- 
tries, especially tho most fertile 
rural ‘areas, where it affects mil- 
Hows of people ineluding children 
travellers, planters, traders, offi- 
cials, and troops; causes probably 
one or two: ‘million doaths every 
year besides an immense amount 
of persistent -sicknesr, and is ol- 
most constantly present at certain 
sansons of the year. Efforts to 
control it tre therefora of the 
utmost importance to the Numan 
race,’ 

Of the methods for controlling 
mitlavia’ Sir Ronald writes: 

£The number of new cases of’ 
malatia. must depend not only on 
the number of carrying Anopheles

but on the number of old cages of |. 


malaria from whieh the Anopheles 
éarry the’ parasites to the new 
cases, and not-only on these, but 
on the accessibility both of. the 
‘old and new cases to the insects. 
Hence we can« employ these 
methods for controlling malaria, 
namely. (1) mosquito reduction, 
(2) eure: of. the’ old: cases of 
malaria with quinine and (3) ex- 
clusian of mosquitoes by means of 
nets agd sercens,” 


Ceylon Planter's Experience. 


Dealing with 
cost, Sir Ronald continues: 

“All three methods cost money: 
"But before considering them at all 
we must remember what is fre- 
quently forgotten, what is, in fact, 
the fundamental economic consi- 
deration, that malarial fever ituelf 
costs a great deal of money. It 
cripples theusands or millions of 
people, for months or years; it 
often impairs the whole labour 
force of a plantation or of a. vil- 
lage.or town just when the crops 
require the closest attention; it 
fills the hospitals (which are ex- 
pensive institutions); {t often de 
mands treatment and maintenance 
allowances; and it generally 
doubles (at least) the death rate 
in localities in which' it cbounds, 
A planter in Ceylon told me that

-M. Vandervelde has - presented 
to the Belgian Chamber 2 report 
in reply to the recently-prblished 
conclusions of . the. .

ported very urgently by no less 
n personage than; the “Emperor 
Wilhelm 1, In April, 1887, King 
Leopold swrote to the Emperor ¢x> 
plaining ‘the measures which 
Belgium was taking for her de- 
fence....On May 17 the ‘Emperor 
replied, to the Belgian monarch 
expressing his full approval of 
these mengures, and saying: “Your 


Majesty’s letter -has been a valu- , 


able proof to me of the reciprocity 
of our friendly ‘confidence and, of 
‘the complete agreement mof our 
jdeas in regard to 
ofthe military interests of 
Belgium.” ‘The Emperor further 
advocated not merely the streng-. 
thening of the Belgian system of 


fortifications, but also an ‘expan 


sion of. the Belgian army.
